A new theory of the shock, or low 
ered vitality, attending many surgical 
operations is that it is due to clogging 
of the smaller blood vessels with fat 
globules.

was once contained in the vapor that 
surrounded the glowing, slowly cooling 
mass which is now the earth.

the gases combined to form water, the 
process of making th e ocean salt be­ 
gan. This was the w ork of the rivers. 
Mineral salts were extracted from the 
rocks over which they flow and depos­ 
ited in the sea.

French Poilu Likes the Y. M .C. A. 


Jj*HE American Y. M. C. A. has made a tremendous ' hit’!, with the French 
po ilu. At the p resent time there are more than 300 Foy ers du Soldat, 
the equiv alent of the American Y. M. C. A., in the French army , each of 
Which has an American Y. M. C. A. worker on its staff of secretaries. But 
the number is not enough, though it is being doubled ev ery two months, 
acco rding to a cable disp atch just receiv ed from officials in France by the 
Natio nal War Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. 
I 
The French p lan soon to hav e 1.300 such centers, with at least one 
American secretary attached to each. 
In p ractically ev ery p articular the 
wo rk o f the American Y. M. C. A. for the Sammies abroad is being adap ted 
fo r the French fighting forces. 
The Americans p romote the outdoor activ i­ 
ties and run the canteen, while the French workers look after the social 
welfare o f the p oilu, the distribution of freo stationery and the games and 
music. 
The work closely p arallels the p rogram for the American soldiers 
In the way o f concerts, entertainments, lectures, educational talks and 
classes. 


“ For almost four y ears the French armies hav e been hanging on, 
superbly ex emp lify ing the meaning of ‘They shall not p ass,’ but with only 
It mo dicum of p rov ision for their long p eriods of leisure,” said an official 


o f the Y. M. C. A. y esterday . 
“ It has been p retty much all fight and 
Bo play for the French p oilu. 


“ But with new foy ers op ening up by the score and secretaries to man 
them being fo und somehow, all this is now changing. 
Ev en four y ears of 
the wo rst war in history hav e not serv ed to break in the slightest the m ag­ 
nificent morale of the French soldier. 
Under the div erting and friendly 
Influence of the Foy er du Soldat, Union Franco-Americaine, that morale is 
mo unting to greater heights than ev er.” 


Plenty of Wheat 


^QHEERFUL food news, the most cheerful the world has had for a y ear, 
is the new wheat estimate for the United States. 
The food adm inistra­ 
tio n announces that “we hav e ground for hop es of p lenty for ourselv es and 
©ur allies, and instead of famine we can look forward to an entirely dif­ 


ferent economic situation this y ear from that which confronted us in the 
summer o f 19 17.“ 
V 
Two charts of the country , one showing condition of the winter wheat 
cro p Ap ril 28 , 19 17, and the other showing it Ap ril 20, 19 18 , are most 
illuminating in their contrasts. 
White, rep resenting good condition, was 
eho wn only in a few small areas a y ear ago; the “ fair” area was larger, and 
the “ po o r” 
section included p ractically all the middle west. 
This y ear the 
white (g o o d condition) includes almost ev ery section of the country where 
wheat is raised at all. 
, 
It Is agreed by crop ex p erts that our winter wheat will amount to at 
least 140,000,000 bushels more than any one p rev iously dared to forecast. 
The winter crop alone will be as great as our entire outp ut last season, and 
perhaps greater. 
Mr. Hoov er is conv inced that our sp ring wheat w "1 y ield 
20 o r 30 p er cent more than last y ear. 
The total ex p ectation is uetween 
*00,000,000 and 9 00,000,000 bushels. 
That will amp ly p rov ide for our 
o wn wants and leav e an ex p ort surp lus of 200,000,000 to 300,000,000 
hushels for our allies. 
The outlook in other allied countries is imp rov ed, 


to o . 
For the p resent it must be admitted there is need of greater economy 
tha^ ev er in the use of wheat. 
But it should be easily borne because of the 
kno wledg e that the emergency will soon be p ast.

All this will increase the efficiency of the corp oration and raise our 


standard of citizenship .

Keep Ho rses Out o f Mire. 
Out In the fertile p eat fields of south­ 
ern California the heav y draft horse 
would be useless for p lowing and cul­ 
tiv ating, but for a wrooden shoe which 
was inv ented by some ingenious ranch­ 
er, and which can be quickly clamp ed 
on the horse’s hoofs, say s the Pop ular 
Science Monthly . 
With his wooden 
shoos the horse can walk safely on a 
surface of p ent that quiv ers like jelly 
with his weight. The shoos must be 
adjusted to suit the habit of the horse. 
If he lins a tendency to knock his feet 
together, they must be trimmed off 
on the sides, although it is obv iously 
best to hnv e them as wide as p ossible. 
They are clamp ed on by moans of small 
Iron rods, curv ed to fit the hoof.
